What is believed to have been another 
daring attempt at horse stealing occur- 
red last Saturday night at Charles 
.Wetzel's on Washington street Wauke- 
gan. Only the watchfulness of a dog 
prevented the robbery. 

Mr. Wetzel had been down town and 
had returned home about eleven o'clock. 
He keeps his horse in an enclosure back 
of his home and after unhitching the 
horse he had been driving he turned it 
in with six other horses which belong to 
the Wetzels Brothers livery. 

He started for the house and as he 
reached it was attracted by the sound 
of his dog's braking in tno vicinity of 
the inclosurc where the horses are 
keep. 

As he neared it he met a man who 
was walking quite fast. At the time 
he thought nothing of this but when he 
arrived near the inclosure he found that 
his buggy had been- turned completly 
' around and became convinced that an 
attempt had been make to steal one, 
perhaps more horses, but the thief 
had been chased away by the dog's 
barking. 

After having scoured every bit of the 
country in the vicinity and beyond Mil- 
waukee in the hopes of discovering the 
thief who drove away with the fine team 
of horses belonging to the Courson 
Brother's . Btables of Waukegan, 
police Chiefs Connolly and Tyiell 
with one of the Courson brothers were 
obliged to return home empty handed, 
at an hour early Sunday morning. 

A report from Milwaukee stating that 
a team answsing the description of the 
local team had been seen west of that 
city the night before, caused Mr. Cour- 
son and the Waukegan police to charter 
an autombile and make a quick run to 
that city. They spent all day in that 
vicinity but were able to get no trace of 
the missing team. 

The fact that several horses have 
been stolen in the county during 
the past few weeks leads to the belief 
that an organized gang is at work here. 
As yet the reward of $1000 offered by 
the county has no effect in locating any 
members of the gang.

Minerva A. Bingham Dies at Her Home 
In Chicago, June 18 

The following article which has been 
submitted to us forpublication will, no 
doubt, be of' interest to our readers 
among the older class,, many of whom 
were personal friends of the deceased: 

Minerva A. Bingham died at her resi- 
dence 318 North "Kedzie avenue, Chi- 
cago, on, June 18, 1910.- She was born 
in Franklin county, N. Y., Feb. 24, 
1829. At the age of .five •years she 
moved with her parents, Jacob Drom 
and wife, to La Porte, Ind., going 
overland in their own conveyance as the 
early settlers did in those days. 

In -1843 her parents moved from La 
Porte, Ind., to this place taking ^up' 
land which is now known as the Will 
Tiffany farm. Shortly after their ar- 
rival, a meeting was held among the 
neighbors to organize a church, which 
was done, and they were among the 
charter members. Mr. Eldridge Ben- 
ham giving the site on which the old 
church stilf stands at Benham's comers. 

Minerva A. Drom was married to 
Wallace Bingham at Salem, Wis., July 
20, 1852, from which union was born 
Virginia F. Bingham, who still survives 
her. In 1864 they moved to Chicago 
making it their home until the present 
time. Two years ago her husband was 
called home. 

One of the serious events of Mrs. 
Bingham's life- dwurred in the latter 
part of December, 1876, on her "return 
home from a visit in the east She met 
with an accident in the Astibulah dis- 
aster, in which she loBt a limb below 
the knee. She never entirely recov- 
ered from this accident but has been a 
constant sufferer from it ever since. 

She was a woman of great strength 
of character and Christian fortitude, 
uncomplaining and cheerful under diffi- 
culties, always abounding in the* faith 
of our Lord. She will be greatly missed 
by her relatives and friends. 

' The remains were taken to Trevor on 
Monday of last week and the funeral 
services were lield in the same church 
where she worshiped in her early life. 
The burial was in the Liberty cemetery. 
The deceased was an aunt of Wallace 
and Dwight Drom of this place.

NEW LAW IN EFFECT JULY 1 



Fact that Over $40,000 Has 

Been Raised for Palatine- 

Wauconda Line

Important Dates for Political Aspirants In 
Review of Primary Law— Has Vitally , 
Significant New Features 



Jnly 18— First day for candidates at 
primaries . to file petitions with the 
county clerk or secretary of state. 

August 13— Last day of senatorial 
committee to decide how many candi- 
dates for state representatives shall be 
nomimated in their reprective districts. 

August. 16 — Last day for candidates to 
file petitions, with county clerks or aec- 
cretary of Btate. 

August 21— Last day for unregistered 
voters otherwise qualified to vote at the 
primaries to file affidavits with the 
board of election commissioners. 

Sept 3— Last day for candidates to file 
withdrawals with the county clerk. 

Sept. 15— Primary election. 

Sept 22— Congressional conventions. 

Oct. 3— First registration day for 
November election. 

Oct 15— Last day for the senatorial 
and state central committees elected 
at primaries to meet and organize; 

Oct. 28 — Second and last registration 
day. 

, Nov. 8— General election for county, 
congressional and state officers. 

Every party in the state which polled 
2 per cent of the gross vote cast at 
the last general eleeton is compelled to 
hold a primary under the new law, of 
which the above is a digest, if it is de- 
sjred to have a ticket a t-the next coming 
election, all parties to hold the primaries 
on the same day under the .authority of 
and control of the election officers. In 
1911 and succeeding years the nomination 
of. candidates for the places to be filled 
at the coming November elections must 
be made on the second Tuesday of April. 
Petitions for state officers must be 
signed byriot less than 1,000 or more 
than 2,000 voters and for congression- 
ional or judicial places the percentage 
must be one-half of one per cent of the 
voters within the district within which 
the candidate Beeks office. 

Attorney Genneral Stead has made a 
ruling on some of the other require- 
ments for the primaries and among them 
he Btates that for all county officers, or 
greater, petitions must be filed not more 
than sixty days nor less than thirty days 
prior to the primary. The primary bal- 
lots are described and must be of differ- 
ent color for each of the parties.. 

The new law also requires registra- 
tion and where there is a board of elec- 
tion commissioners voters who are not 
registered orwho will be legal voters 
may register with the commissioners. 

While it is almost a month before any 
of the candidates can file their petitions, 
it i*b said that some of the aspirants for 
office have the papers out now and 
these are be being signed up and will 
be ready for presentations to the proper 
officers as the time- of filing fixes the 
plates on the pimary ballot, these going 
in rotation according to the filing of the 
papers.

Spells Success and Means Construc- 
tion of Electric Line 



"There seems to be no question but 
the electric railroad will be built from 
Palatine to Lake Zurich, and Wauconda, 
We will start surveys at once and the 
road Is a sure thing," said J. K. Orvis, 
attorney representing the promoters of 
the new line. 

Continuing Mr. Orvis explaining that 
the promoters had raised $40,200 in 
Wauconda and Lake Zurich. At the 
Wauconda meeting $24,000 was sub- 
scribed, Wauconda people as well as 
Waukegan and a few Palatine people 
having subscribed the amount, or about 
$16,200 at the meeting, the other $10,000 
being raised later. 

It is explained that the Palatine folkB 
will raise as much as the other towns 
combined for word has been given out 
that they will raise, about $40,000 at the 
meeting. It is said it is their desire to 
equal the other two towns. The latter 
part of the week a meeting is to be held 
at Lake's Corners and at Quentin's 
Corners. 

Mr. Orvis states that the promoters 
have, besides the subscriptions, much 
free right of way and therefore things 
have shaped themselves so there . is no 
question that the road will be built and 
that'wprk may start before long. 

While he would not say where it was 
coming from, Mr. Orvis believed that by 
Saturday night the promoters will have 
subscriptions aggregating $45,000 or 
$50,000*more than they started out to 
raise. „ If this is done it will permit the 
extension of- the road farther north 
than was planned now, and insures the 
more rapid extension of the line to Fox 
Lake and the lake region. 

At the Palatine meeting Mrs. Emil 
Ficke arid* Mrs. Peyton took stock 
amounting to $10,000. 

At least $80,000 of the $100,000 needed 
to build the road will be raised this 
week, for there are men who wish to 
subscribe but have not done so yet. 

The Palatine meeting was the largest 
and most productive of results of the 
three meetings thus far held. 

There now seems to be nothing in the 
way to prevent the consummation of 
plans for building the road and the pro- 
moters are most encouraged.

Fam- 
ily desertion is a misdemeanor or a 
felony in almost every stato and is 
punishable with hard labor in many. 
Dut to punish the man In jail the judgo 
must also punish his wife and children 
by cutting off his wages.

.Clara. (with enthuBlasm)^-Oh, I am 
Scllghtod, dear J Then tho report is 
really true that your uncle left you his 
noney?— Plck-Me-Up. — 
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HK IMMORTAL instrument 
which was signed by Jolin 
Hancock on' July .4, 1776, 
has meant more than the 
growth and development o£ 
an independent nation on 
this Bide of tho Atlantic. It 
was in itself the re-enact- 
ment of tho greatest bill of 
human rights ever penned, 
which received tho signet 
of an unwilling king at Run- 
nymede, and the birth of 
'constitutional liberty. -In those days of peace 
!and plenty the Fourth "of July ls'glvon to "sa- 
ilutes'of cannon and the ringing of bells and ' 
; to tho feu do jole," with variations,- . as John- 
'Adams prodicted that it. -would be, yet the 
'observance.. of the Fourth as on occasion for 
recalling memories past and giving thanks for 
tho- decda-ot tho patriot forefathers is sporadic r> 

Tather than general In. tho -United States. Tlio.\ jr 
iDeclaration of. Independence Is not read, from 
|tho rostrum, as it once was in every commu- 
nity and: the orators to tho links have gone. 

So much has. boon taken here as a' matter, 
of cbur^'o that It seems hard to realize that 
•this anniversary is celebrated in tho very Eng- 
land, from which liberty was wrested and that 
observances of it are officially ordered in 
many lands beyond the seas. Tlio Fourth of 
'July has becomo international in Bcopo, ior It 
ihas changed the governments of nations 
'whoso capitals are far from Independence hall. , 
So widespread have Its effects' become as 
studied in thejight of .the present day that 
in order to get "the truo valuo'of all "that* the . 
declaration signifies to the world in 1910 it is 
necessary to go back to "the very beginning 
of American liberty. 

• Had not the Ideas of government hold by 
tho colonists been essentially British there 
would probably* never have been any Declnra* 
tion of Indopondonoi. It Is as natural for the 
Briton to demand Vis rights as it is for him to 
live.. The' War of tho Revolution was largely 
duo to tho fact that tho two thousand "miles of 
Jwater between- London and tho colonies caused 
parliament to Iobo sight of tho ties of consan- 
guinity and of race. . - 

Although the original thirteen colonies, 
.wero so essentially English in thought and 
feeling thoy had never actually been estab- 
lished by England as a national enterprise. 
; Tho only one which had over , received any 
official aid whatever was. Georgia, and. that ^6 
was not sufficient to carry any such feeling 
of dependence as Is essential for the preserva- 
' tion of Intimate' colonial relations. The right 
to colonize tho North American continent hud 
- been granted by charters from .a British king. 
According to .the feudal ^system, which was

then rapidly becoming effaced the Wng owned 
all "the land and distributed it among various 
favored vassals. 

Tho sovereign in the samo way regarded 
tho new world as if it had been won by tho 
sword. The moBt extravagant ideas prevailed 
with regard to tho wealth of the American 
lands. It was at one time soberly believed 
In England that gold and silver and precious 
stones could be' had for tho taking and that 
the natives wero tho possessors of fabulous 
wealth. Tho king gave the charters In most 
coses with tho Idea that ho would. profit great- 
ly' from mines which would yield enormous 
returns~"to tho royal exchequer. 

When tho colonists came here thoy found 
it necessary to mako good their titles either 
by peaceful bargains with the Indians or by 
force of arms. From the very first the spirit 
of independence was fostered, for fiefs which 
had to bo maintained by constant- vigilance 
and negotiations and by show of force -did not 
carry with them a deep sense of obligation. 
Indeed, oven at that early day, -although for 
tho throne tho colonists entertained feelings 
of loyalty and devotion, a shrewd idea was 
abroad that the king did not really own tho 
land which ho had bestowed by his charter. 
The conquest of nature and of the savages bO- 
got a rugged independence which as tho years 
.went by became mote: and more distasteful 
to tho authorities In England. 

Yet tho Idea of separation from the crown 
was of slow growth. The .forefathers main- 
tained that they were British subjects, al- 
■'though- not living within the realm, as indeed: 
was specified in some of the royal, charters. 
>Tho Massachusetts charter, for Instance, sets 
forth that tho colonists shall be considered 
"as if they and every one of. -them wero born 
.within tlio realm of England.^ As British sub- 
jects, then, they maintained that thoy should 
ibo entitled to representation, and therefore. 
• each colony had" Kb asBombly, which deter-: 
mined upon all matters of tho common weal, 
'and established Tatea '.of taxation. 'It'was one 
'of the principles expressed, In the Magna C.iar- 
ta that tho common council or the. kingdom 
"was to aBBesa an aid or to assess a Bcutage, 



and again,

clared by

"no money

Tho Declaration of Rights was a* forerun- 
ner of tho Declaration of Independence. There 

• la nothing more essentially British than the 
dictum that there. shall. be. no' taxation without . 
representation. Of tho early American states- 
men only Franklin nnd Otis wlBhed to have 
representation In. the British parliament. The 
others considered that their own assemblies 
should be tho legislative bodies entirely and 
that if any taxes were to bo imposed thoy 
should be collected, only wit'-i the consent of 
the colonial assemblies. 
' The question of taxation, howevor, did not 

'enter Into auy controversies, for it was not 
- until tho middle of the eighteenth century that 
Great Britain, exhausted by many wars and 
seeking to replenish the national treasury, 
sought extraordinary means for ralBlpg reve- 
f nue and* her ministers proposed that tho col- 
onies, which had been growing in wealth and 
importance, should bo made to contribute to 
the impoverished exchequer; The French and 

• Indian war had shown tho power of the col- 
onies and their force and had given a very 
definite idea of their growing wealth and im- 
portance. 

Having reached the decision to, tax tho col- 
onies, the ministry did not spend. any time in 
preliminaries. It was decided that parliament 
had tho right to levy the. taxes and the fact 
that tho colonies had no representation In that 
body was not taken, into account. Such a mat- 
tor would ordinarily have boon considered a 
subject for delicate negotiation, but, the deci- 
sion to tax having once been made, no time 
was lost in levying it. , , 

England had In effect been a constitutional 
monarchy' since the Bignlng of tho Magna 
Charta In- 1215 and in taxing tho colonies not 
represented In the common council of the 
kingdom she had violated one of tho oldest of 
the rights which every Briton clnlniB. 

Such was the situation In 1704, when tho 
struggle Vegan which 12 years later brought 
forth the Declaration of Independence, and tho 
next year brought into' being the first congross 
6l the American, colonies, which deoided that 
the assembly had tho power to Ox taxes. Tho 
stamp act was tho first heavy Impost levied 



by the mother country, which provided for tho 
stamping of various legal Instruments and pa- 
pers and contracts of all kinds, as well as dice 
and playing cards. 

Tho news of the passage of. this act roused 
the colonists to fury. A gallows was erected 
in what is now City Hall park, T<ew York, and 
tho British governor was hanged in effigy, and 
thb houBe-ot Major JoneB, in command of tho 
British regiment, was Backed. Then came the 
rising of the "Sons of Liberty" and the raising 
of tho liberty poles. Boston and Philadelphia 
wore vortices of the. storm. So emphatic was 
the protest that much of tho act was repealed 
and duties were established on tea, which ac- 
counted for the sudden rain of tea in Boston 
harbor. Then came the burning words of Pat- 
rick Henry, "Give me liberty or g;ive me 
death!" before the Virginia In. 1773. Tho year 
later brought the promulgation of the "Dec- 
laration of Rights and Privileges," In which It 
was declared that every man had "the right 
to" life, liberty and property and that most 
. ancient right "granted at Runnymede, trial by 
his "peers* of the vicinage." 

Throughout all this time of storm and 
strain tho protests were made as BrltlBh sub- 
jects, and that congress which met In Carpen- 
ter's hall in 1774 was- still loyal to the crown. 
It petitioned tho king, remonstrated with par- 
liament and appealed to thoir brethren in Eng- 
land. Then came Lexington and Concord. The- 
congress of 1775 made provisions for an army, 
with Washington as commander, and still pe- 
titioned. Its petition was refused and mer- 
cenaries wero . hired from petty German 
princes to— quoting tho words of Losslng— 
"butcher British subjects for asserting tho 
rights of British subjects." 

Richard Henry Leo of Virginia offered the 
independence resolution In June, 1770, and a 
committee was appointed to draft tho, declara- 
tion, consisting of Thomas Jefferson, John Ad- 
ams, Benjamin Franklin, Roger Sherman and 
Robert Livingston. Jefferson wrote the docu- 
ment and alterations were made principally 
at the suggestion of Franklin and Adams. The 
paper was submitted to congress on June 28. 
It was laid on tho. table until July 1, when nine 
colonies voted in favor of it 

Tho independence resolution was actually 
adopted on July 2 and promulgated to tho 
world on July 4, when John Hancock of Massa- 
chusetts affixed to it his bold signature. 

The othor members of the congress did not 
sign it until August 2, and the impressive 
scene connected with the signing was not wit- 
nesBed until nearly a month later, although it 
is' popularly associated with the Fourth of 

Centuries of the progress of tho rights of 
man bear witness in the Declaration. That "all 
men aro created equal and are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalienable rights, 
that among theso are^llfo, liberty and tho pur- 
suit of happiness," was not- newi for it was 
recognized at Slnal. That governments derive 
their Just powers from tho consent of the gov- 
erned had beon stated and rectatod In many 



wayB since the beginning of the colonies 
Thomas Jefferson was criticized^ at + the time 
for lack of originality in the declaration. The 
document gained 'all the greater -fore* from its 
statement of self-evident truths. Never was 
there a more masterly presentation of a bill ox 
grievances than is contained in the Declaration, 
which "submits the facts to a candid world. 

Arraigning the British king for acts of t>r- 
anny!Ttsets g forth that he refused "h U .assent 
to laws the most wholesome and necessary for 
the public good," meaning that George III. had 
Prevented the issue of colonial currency and 
had refused representation to his American sub- 

3eC n was desired on the part of the New York 
assembly to enter into a treaty ^h -the Six 
Nations, but the governor prevented the nego- 
tiation of the treaty until he could obtain the 

consent of the king. , rtOT . n ,i 

He did not proceed further because he feared 
that such, an act would lead to Independence. 
Hence the expression, "He has forbidden his 
governors to pass laws of Immediate and press- 
ing Importance." . - . ., ' 

Grievances of the Massachusetts coloay, 
which -was deprived of representation and suf- 
fered Interference In popular elections because 
of its wish to trade with Nova Scotia, 'sugffest- 
ed the paragraph: ^ 

"He has refused to pass other laws for the 
accommodation of largo districts of people un- 
less those people should relinquish the right of 
representation in the legislature, a right ines- 
timable to them and formidable to tyrant! 

" To further humble the Massachusetts colony 
and to punish the participants In the tea part/ 
of 1773- the assembly -was -called In Salem, and 
not In BoBton. Hence the words of the docu- 
ment, "He has called together legislative bodler 
at places unusual, uncomfortable and distant 
from tho depository of their public records." 

Massachusetts colony and others had adopt 
ed resolutions In their assemblies that there 
should be no taxation without the consent o. 
tho governed. The- Massachusetts assembly 
was asked to rescind its resolution in 17C8 and 
on its refusal to do so was dissolved. The as- 
semblies of Virginia and North Carolina met 
the same fate. This state of affairs is summed 
up in tho Declaration in the words, "He has dls» 
solved representative houses repeatedly for op- 
posing with much firmness hlB Invasion on tho 
• rights of the people." V ,.- • 

Tho Declaration protests against tho Judges 
being dependent on the will of tho king for 
their salaries, and, indeed, in some of the col- 
onles many of the Judges had been Impeached 
for declaring that they would receive their sah 
arles from the royal treasury. 

Graphically the authors of the document ten 
how the erection of a multitude of new office^ 
had Impoverished the country, referring to the 
colloctors appointed to carry out the provisions 
of tho stamp act. The quartering of troops la 
times of peace was a substantial grievance com- 
plained of, for the king insisted on retaining 
British regiments here after the French and 
• Indian war at tho expense of tho colonists, os- 
tenslbly for defense but In reality to suppress p. 
growing democracy. . . ■;•*'' 

Tho words, "He has affected to render the 
military independent of and superior to the civil 
power" rerer to the position taken by General 
Gage, who, with several regiments of British 
troops, was in Boston. By order of the king 
he had been made superior to tho civil govern- 
ment. "•'."'■ . . 
Here and there through the colonies Ameri- 
cans had been killed in altercations with Brit- 
ish soldiers, who were subsequently put. on trial 
and acquitted. The , Declaration accuses the 
king of quartering largo bodies of armed troops 
and of "protecting them by mock trial from 
punishment for any murders which they may 

commit." .' 

- Such were the principles enunciated In the 
Doclnr/itlon, and how well they were sustained 
by the arbitrament of war the world knows. 
Tho * nation began 'celebrating the glorlouB 
Fourth from the very beginning. Salutes of 13 
cannon were fired by tho army in 1777, and the 
now republic was pledged in wine. 

West- Point saw a significant celebration In 
1779, when General Washington issued a par- 
don for all prisoners In the army under sen- 
tonco of death. The last celebration of. tho 
army "of tho Revolution as, such took place on 
both shores of the Hudson river and a grand 
Baluto was fired. 

More of tho nature of a festival dominated 
tho Fourth after 1783, for-, then came parades, 
freo dinners, toasts, tho reading of tho Declara- 
tion In public - by citizens and mora nnd more 
the participation of tho younger generation. 
Dignity and solemnity, marked these early cole- 
bratlons and eloquent speeches wero made.'" 

The Fourth Is a statutory holiday In every 
stato and Its tame has gone beyond the seas.

The milk commission seems to be the 
most conspicuous state function to oc- 
cupy the public eye just now. The 
country outside of Chicago is looking to 
Chairman Shurtleff with a feeling of 
confidence that justice will be done.

TAFT'S PROGRAM IS PASSED. 

President Signs Harbor Bill, But Ob- 
jects to System In Vogue— Gores 
Bribe Charges to Be Probed During 
Recess. 

, Washington.— With President Taffs 
WSaUve program practically carried 
Wt in Its entirety the first regular sea- 
felon of the Sixty-first . congress ad- 
journed sine die Saturday night, 
'signed the rivers and- harbors bill, 
!but sent a message to congress in- 
dicating that he had made up his mind 
itTdo so practically at the ast min- 
ute of- time at his disposal, so far as 
tthat measure-as concerned 
. Congress-was warned that It must 
'change its'** method of framing river 
and harbor improvement measures, 
land announcement, is made that un-

The president also signed w lthout 
comment the postal savings bank bill,

I With this amendment, following the 
adoption of a resolution in the senate 
to have the Indian affairs committee 
Investigate the contracts Involved In 
the Gore charges, the general de- 
'flclency bill was passed by bath 
houses. The one thing left pending

palachian forest reserve measure, 
'jupon which opponents in the senate

POSTAL BANK BILL PASSED 



TAFT'S "BIG STICK- POLICY 
BRINGS 8ENATE TO TERM8. 

Disposal of the Deposits Was the Main 

Issue on Which Senator* 

Clashed. 

Washlngton.-Lacklng only the sig- 
nature of President Taft to become -a 
law, the final step toward postal a* 
vlngs was taken Wednesday when tho 
senate concurred In the house postal, 
savings bank after voting down a 
number of amendments. 

President Taffs action In assuming 
a "blg-stlck" policy Is regarded as 
having made tho vote a certainty. 

The vote was 44 to 25. Tho bill now 
goes to President Taft without a con- 

ference. 

On the main lssuo of tho legislation 
relating to the disposal of deposits In 
postal banks tho houso bill concurred 
In by tho senate provides that 65 per 
cent, may be redeposlted In tho local, 
banks and 30 per cent may bo used 
tor the purchase of bonds backed oy 
the taxing power of tho national gov 
eminent There Is nothing arbitrary 
about either of these provisions, how- 
over. Five per cent of the deposits 
will be retained as a reserve . fund. 

As security for deposits In local 
banks, bonds backed by national, stato 
and municipal government and other 
securities approved by the trustees 
may be used. 

Tho house bill creates a board or 
trustees consisting of tho postmaster 
general, tho secretary of the treasury 
and the attorney general, who are 
vested with discrimination In the ad- 
ministration of tho system, including 
tho designation of post offices as 
postal-savings banks. 

Deposits in these banks by one per- 
son shall not extend more than $100 
a month, or a total of $500, on which 
Interest shall be paid at tho rate of 
two per cent a year. An account may 
be opened with one dollar, but stamps 
may bo purchased in tne denomina- 
tion of ten cents for those desiring to 
accumulate money to be deposited. 

At the request of the depositor gov- 
ernment bonds In amount of $20, $40, 
§G0, $S0, $100 and $500 may be pur- 
chased with his deposit, tho bonds to 
bear interest at 2% per cent Theso 
bonds will cover a refunding of tho 
$G1, 000,000 of three per cent, govern- 
ment bonds outstanding and a new Is- 
sue of Panama canal bonds.

. The demand for- pure milk, produced 
under sanitary conditions, is con- 
stantly increasing, and to produzo 
such milk It Is necessary to have 
clean- cows, kept .In sanitary stalls. 
That dairymen of -the state are reali- 
zing the wlBdom of constructing sani- 
tary barns is shown -by the many in- 
quiries for Information on this Bub- 
JecL This awakening; among the 
dairymen la In part an outcome of 
the pure food laws which have been 
enacted to nieot the demand for pure 
milk and its products. 

Sanitary cow barns should contain 
sanitary fastenings for '-securing the 
cows, but this does not- necessarily 
imply- that such fastenings need bo 
patented. There seems to bo a pre- 
7alllng Impression among dairymen 
that a comfortable sanitary stall or 
stanchion Is an expensive factory 
product, while the fact Is that any 
farmer who is handy with carpenters* 
tools can build a stall which will se-| 
cure as good results as any patented 
stall upon the market The stalls de- 
scribed < In this bulletin embody In 
their construction all of the principles 
found In any. of the patented stalls and 
tho dairyman may easily chooso a 
stall among these types* which, will 
meet tho needs of the average dairy. 
. The, average dairyman of .20 years 
ago gave the sanitary stall little con- 
sideration- and used any method of 
building- 1 which best suited his indi- 
vidual Ideas. He cared little about" 
the condition of tho cow at milking 
time so long as she gave the milk. 
The most of the old dairy bams are 
bo arranged that It is impossible to 
keep cows clean in them. 



Tho Model stall Ib a home niads 
product and was originated by ex-Gov. 
W. D. Hoard. Ho has used this stall 
in his own stables for several years 
and finds it very satisfactory. It la 
probably the nearest approach to a 
perfect stall of any In use at tho 
present time. It Is constructed, as 
shown In Illustration^ so as to force the 
cow to havo her hind feet between the 
crossbar and gutter when • standing, 
thus preventing the -fouling of. the 
stall by her own droppings. When 
lying down sho Is brought forward 
and compelled to lie in front of the 
crossbar. The cow Is forced to -stand 
back from the hay rack when eating 
because of the position In which it Is 
hung. The crosBbar is adjustable an1 
the stall will accommodate a large err 
small cow. The chain ; or fastening J* 
so arranged that.as the cow starts to 
Ho down sho is drawn forward ami 
will step In front of this crossbar to 
prevent an uncomfortable position. 
The door In front Is hinged at the top 
and opens upward when grain and 
water are given.- Hay Is placed In the 
hay rack from the front The partly 
tkmsare so constructed that. It. is al- 
most- Impossible for a cow to step 
upon theuddei or teat of one lying 
down, next to" her. This feature alone 
Ib worth the cost of several stalls to 
the owner of valuable Individuals. 

A wooden mat la laid over the con- 
crete floor. This mat Is removable, 
permitting tho cleansing of the' entire 
floor whenever occasion demands. If 
It seems desirable the manger may bo 
constructed of concrete the same, as 
the floor and where now stalls are be- 
ing erected the manger and _ floors 
should be made at tho same time. 
This construction will be moro durable 
than separate construction. 



One Woman Has Pair of Diamond

Desperado— Many Shots

- Ogden, . Utah. — Three masked ban- 
dits held up the second section of Ore 
gon Short Line train Na 1, north- 
bound, which left Ogden at 1:30 a. m. 
Monday at Second street, in the 
northern part. of "the city. 
- All of the 100 passengers in the 
train were relieved of their valuables 
and tho express messenger was com- 
pelled to .deliver over the contents of 
his safe. The exact amount the rob- 
bers obtained haB not been learned. 

Two passengers and two trainmen 
were' Injured. The robbers stopped 
the train by placing railroad torpedoes 
on the track. When the engineer 
brought the train to a standstill, the 
head brakeman went forward to as- 
certain the cause of the delay and was 
struck" with a revolver by one of the 
robbers. 

He was taken at the point of a gun 
to.;the express car and compelled to 
call to the messenger to open the door. 
As soon as the door was opened, ono 
of the bandits crawled In and com- 
manded the messenger to open tho 
Bafe. 

After rifling the safe the robbers 
turned their attention to the coaches. 
Rear Brakeman N. B. Franklin was 
met as he was on his way forward. 
The bandits commanded him to halt; 
but he disregarded the order and two 
shots were flred at him. 
- Franklin rolled Into a ditch, where 
he feigned unconsciousness. After 
seeing that he was not watched he 
jumped up and ran three bolcks to 
-the home of Deputy Sheriff John 
Hutchens, whom he aroused and In- 
formed of the robbery. The deputy 
hurried to the scene, arriving just 
as the train pulled out for tho north. 
The train robbers went through 
each coach with a deliberation and 
calmness that showed they were not 
novices at the game. 

While one of the desperadoes stood 
guard over Engineer Klrkwood, the 
other, two, with revolvers drawn, went 
through tho train ordering each pas r 
senger to hand over his valii 
ables.

• changed and tho grass, milk Is like 



so much polBon to the colt, its bowels 
become loose,' and ho sucks more and 
more, until at last ho has the scours 
and dies. 

The result i3 not cauBed by eating 
poison grasses or weeds, but by tho 
sudden; change in tho composition of 
the mare's milk duo to a change In 
her food. 

When It. Is desired to turn tho mare 
and colt out to grass, got them accus- 
tomod to tho change gradually. 

When the mnrri la allowed to run In 
tho pasture at night and fed a full 
grain ration sho may safely be turned 
out to grass with her foal, but her 
gValn food must bo continued to ln^ 
suro good results. 

1 believe that It pays to feed the 
mare and her foal a little grain tood 
.every day, although, >ery few follojv 
this .practise.
